town. 


AFTER ALONG AND DILIGENT SEARCH. 


Grappling Irons from the North Adams 


Police Station Used. Body Found 


Near the Place Where It 


Went Through the Ice. 


The body of Glendower Williams, the 


fourteen-years-old boy who was drowned 
while skating on the Hoosac river at 
Williamstown Thursday afternoon, was 
found today shortly before noon by Jos. 
eph Minore of Williamstown. Since the 
sad accident parties of men and beys have 
searched for the body and their efforts 
were discouraging, yet they persevered 
and were rewarded today. 


The place where the boy went through 


the ice was just below the old Brown boat 
house and was not frequented by skaters. 
The river at that point is quite deep in 
places and the current is sluggish. The 
search had been carried on below the 
point where Williams went througn the 
ice, and this morning at the suggestion of 
William Gove of Blackinton, the party 
gave up looking for the body down stream 
and began to search for it near where it 
had gone under. With the aid of grap- 
pling irons from the North Adams police 
station, which were taken over this morn- 
ing, the remains were located in about 
ten feet of water and not more than six 
yards from the hole in the ice where the 
boy went down. The body was taken at 
once to Mr. Williams' home on Main 
street, Blackinton, where the funeral will 
be held tomorrow.

In answer to many inquiries in regard to 
the statement made concerning the recall 
of Commander and Mrs. Booth irom the 
command of the Salvation Army in the 
United States, I am authorized to submit 
the following to the press: 


It is with profound sorrow that Com- 


mander and Mrs. Booth have to notify 
their precious staff and beloved field offi. 
cers and troops that they have received 
orders to prepare to relinquish their com- 
mand in about nine weeks' time. 


They have no knowledge whatever of 


their successors, or the general's plans, 
nor have they been consulted upon tbe 
question, and any information, therefore, 
as to who succeeds them is entirely sur- 
mised, and, so far as they are concerned, 
mere rumor. 


This change is not of their seeking, nor 


of their doing in any way, nor are they 
responsible. 


Commander and Mrs. Booth desire to 


state emphatically (if indeed such a state- 
ment is necessary) that they are in no 
wise responsible for the statement made 
in the press. 


They are sorry that any such statement 


as London's resolution to Anglicize the 
field should have appeared, and desire 
that officers will correct any such repre- 
sentation. 


Furthermore, Commander and Mrs, 


Booth are not in a position to say what or 
bow the general may decide in the matter 
of his instructions to them, as they are 
awaiting a reply to a letter they have 
v.'ritten to London, setting forth the ques 
tion in all its bearings.

Booth's fervent prayer that no 
officer of any rank, or soldier or recruit in 
any corps, shall allow the tidings to inter- 
fere with the progress of his own advance 
in the organization they have fought so 
long to upbuild and uphold. 


Our New England comrades deeply 


share the sorrow and regret occasioned 
by this news, but we also have unwaver- 
ing faith in the singleness and pureness of 
purpose of our dear general, who has 
made such great personal sacrifices for 
the interests of the whole world, and we 
have also such confidence in his wisdom 
that we know that whether it is finally 
decided that Commander and Mrs. Booth, 
who have served America so well, are to 
go to a higher appointment and wider 
field of usefulness, or whether they shall 
remain, the world will have been served 
to the very best of the ability of all who 
have the responsibility of the Army's 
movements.

"A people who take no pride in the 


great achievements of remote ancestors 
will never achieve anything worthy to be 
remembered 
by remote descendants. 


Such pride is a sentiment which belongs 
to the higher and nobler part of human 
nature.'.' Thus, said Mr. Tenney, in tbe 
words of Macaulay is expressed tbe 
hopefulness and significance of this 
Burns celebration. In Burns you honor 
the spirit of Wallace, of Bruce and of 
Knox. You do well to select Burns 
as tbe personification 
of that indo- 


mitable purpose which in the past 
has made it true that the Scotch nation 
has never been conquered. We mourn 
the early death of Burns and we shed the 
tear of pity at the unbappiness and in- 
completeness of his life, yet as we look at 
the Scotch literature of the last fifty years 
we cannot but perceive that through the 
influence of Burns the genius of Scotland 
has been coming to a complete self-con- 
sciousness. Mr. Tenney then traced the 
spirit of Burns in present day Scottish 
literature as represented by tbe school of 
Stevenson, Barrie, Crockett and Mac- 
Laren. In doing this, he said, he was 
compelled to pass by the Scotchman who 
has wielded such an influence upon the 
thought of this century and in whom the 
best spirit of Burns might be said to live 
again—Thomas Carlyle. 
In the present 


day Scotch literature, be said, we find the 
same loyalty to Scotch history and tradi- 
tions aud the same devotion to the Scotch 
nationality and spirit which we find in 
Burns. 
The Scotch devotion to the 


church, Scotch thriftiness. Scotch reserve, 
the heroic martyr spirit were touched 
upon und shown to be 
expressed 


in the present day Scotch literature as 
by Burns. In the lines of Burns and in 
tbe idealistic pictures of 
Malcolm we 


find a prophecy of that good tune coming 
when men shall be respected not for then 
position but for their wortb. Mr. Teimey 
referred to the spirit of practical right- 
eousness which is everywhere breathed 
by modern Scotch writers. In this day of 
tbe dry realistic novel, composed of vapid 
commonplaces, in tbis time when tbe 
French school would make us believe that 
to be real we must be filthy, let us rejoice 
for tbe pure air which cornea to us from 
the.Scotch heather in the writings of 
these loyal Scotchmen. 


John Mclntyre sang 
"JfacGregor's 


Gathering" and his song was well received. 
Miss Jennie Monroe then recited the "Re- 
lief of Lucknow," Miss Monroe was timid 
at first but gained in courage and she re- 
cited tbe very appropriate piece very well. 
George Ross then sang "The Cottage 
where Burns was Born." Mr. Ross was 
received with much warmth. At tbe end 
of the first stanza, he received generous 
recognition for his effort and when he had 
finished he received considerable applause-

Kev. A. B. Church then spoke on "Rob- 


ert Burns." It seems a paradox, he said, 
for him, an American, to tell Scotia's sons 
and daughters of one who is almost to 
them a household god and whose works 
are treasured almost like tbe Bible. He 
spoke of how the poems of Burns thrilled 
him, perhaps of the Scotch that was in

THESE ARC DARK DAYS. 


It is doubtful if there hns been a time in 


the last ttfty years, when all men in all 
nations have so eagerly watched each 
ether as they are watching today. 


The world's unrest, wars and rumors of 


war, 
national jealousies and changing 


conditions, have drawn all men's attention 
Irom mcrfly loon! atl'airs and made them 
students, in a degree, of the earth's map 
and the relationship and standing of nil 
nations with each other. 


We venture to say that many men here 


in northern Berkshire, who have formerly 
found little interest in despatches dated 
further away than Washington or New 
York, today eagerly await the daily news 
from 
London, Berlin, St. Petersburg, 


Constantinople, Peltin, Havana, Caracas 
and even Cape Town. Th«y now discuss 
the relations of England and Russia on 
the Black sea, or Germany's conflicting 
interests in Africa, or the Venezuelan 
question, whereas six months ago events 
transpiring be) ond our own borders had 
little interest for them. 


The world then seemed at peace, and 


war had come to seem more like a thing 
past for all time; today that same world 
seems to be on the verge ot some awful, 
world-wide conflict. Unre»t and strife is 
the order of the hour. 


Turn to England and we see that she 


has completed the mobilization of a great 
fleet of warships; her gun shops are 
turning out vast supplies for her arsenals; 
her navy yards are busy day and night. 


Look to Germany and we learn'that 


within the past week the Kaiser has de- 
termined upon adding twenty more war 
boats to his navy, and that the German 
army will be strengthened if supplies can 
be voted. 


A despatch from St. Petersburg says 


that 18.000,000 roubles have just been ap- 
propriated for new warships in 1896. The 
despatch significantly adds: "The main 
object of Busila is that for every new war- 
ship, especially of the cruiser class, which 
England shall add to her fleet, Russia 
shall produce one equally good or superior. 
Seven vessels are now in course of con- 
struction for the Russian navy." 


Word comes even from the far Orient 


that Japan is increasing her military 
strength daily, that every school teache8 
tactics and breathes the military spirit 
into the nostrils of the young. Old China, 
after defeat, is learning from Russia the 
art of modern war and is siud to be bend- 
ing every energy to military ends. 


At home, we know of the new warships 


already under construction and of tbe im- 
mense additional appropriations for war 
preparations which the present congress 
will probably make. 


The whole world is arming. Tbe fever 


of war and national jealousy seems to bo 
throbbing in the veins of the nations. 


"How will it end?" is the question 


every thoughtful man is asking today. 
What does it menu? Is England rash 
enough to rinfe a war with the United 
States, or are her warships preparing 
ugainst Russia, hor rival in Asia, and 
which nation is just now said to have 
made Turkey her servile vassal, and has 
so obtained control of the Dardanelles. 


Is the young German emperor only 


awaiting a chance to try his hand at the 
game of war nt which he figures himself 
so lofty, and is France, smarting under 
the defeat of '70, thus to have the oppor- 
tunity of regaining, if she can, her lost 
Alsace-Lorraine? What are Italy's ambi- 
tions in Africa and her Abyssinian wan— 
what do they mean T 


As for Turkey-tiere lathe possibility 


of a war into which all Europe might 
easily be drawn and the interests of all 
nations set at conflict. Cuba is already 
the scene of pillage and battle. Venezuela 
holds the possibility of a conflict, first en- 
gaging tbe Republics of America against 
England, but later inviting all tbe hating 
foes of that country to her spoliation. 


One stands almost horrified at the dan- 


gers today threatening the peace of the 
world. It is certain that these are the 
most troublous -times known in many 
years. As to the final on toome one can 
only question, and asaflcal question, we 
ask: Is th» world preparing for its lost 
great war, whose awful sacrifice of life 
and propeity will bring about the disarm- 
ament of the nations, and make arbitra- 
tion the world's acknowledged mode of 
national settlements? 


MANUFACTURING. 


Our recent article on the condition of 


manufacturing in Northern Berkshire, in 
which interviews with prominent manu- 
facturers were published is attracting a 
great deal of attention, especially because 
it Is authoritative and gives the views of 
representative manufacturers of a repre- 
sentative New England city. 


The Boston Journal of Commerce de- 


votes a large amount of space to it this 
week, quoting liberally from what 1t is 
pleased to speak of as an article from 
"Our enterprising 
contemporary the 


North Adams TKANSCRIPT," and making 
It the subject of its leading editorial, from 
which we quote briefly as follows: 


The reports from these woolen mills 


certainly are not very encouraging. They 
are all well-managed concerns and manu- 
facturing goods ofa desirable make. There 
esnnot be much doubt that the large im- 


portations of woolen goods has had a de- 
pressing effect upon our woolen industry, 
which, combined with dishonest valua- 
tions, has made it exceedingly hard for 
manufacturers to successfully compete 
with. The undervaluation of invoices is 
something that all parties in congress can 
consistently unite upon in suppressing, 
and the bill introduced by General Draper, 
last week, into thfe house of representa- 
tives, seems to cover the ground so thor- 
oughly, as a preventive measure, that its 
passage should be hurried through both 
bonces of congress at soon as possible. 
This will afford a slight measure of relief 
to our manufacturing industries. 


An editorial entitled "Could Lead the 


Way in the Levant," published in the 
TRANSCRIPT January 13th 
propheoied 


that active measures lookingjto the supres 
slon of Turkish atrocities would not be 
takea until the United States took the 
initiative. It also mentioned a way in 
which it was believed it could be done and 
with the hearty approval of foreign pow- 
ers. Yesterday Senator Frye in his ring- 
ing and much applauded speech over the 
passage of t lie Armenian resolution by the 
senate said: "If it were necessary to pro- 
tect American citizens and their property, 
I would order United States ships, in spite 
of forts, in spite of agreements, to sail up 
tbe Dardanelles, plant themselves before 
Constantinople and demand that Ameri- 
can citizens shall have the protection to 
which they are entitled." 


The Turkish government in notifying 


the United States minister that it will per- 
mit any individuals be may name to dis- 
tribute relief in the interior of Turkey, 
while refusing to recognize tbe Red Cross 
as a society, affords an excellent oppor- 
tunity for Miss Barton and her assistants 
to successfully perform their errand of 
mercy. Miss Barton will doubtless be 
designated to look after the work and the 
Turk will now shield her with a courtesy 
and chivalry that will transform into 
adoration tbe unreasonable feeling of 
enmity which the humane society stimu- 
lated. 
The hand of Providence Is not 


always seen, but it is never absent when 
needed to guard sweet charity on a 
heavenly mission. 


We hope the people of North Adams 


will resect by their absence the meeting 
advertised to take place at Odd Fellows' 
hall Tuesday evening. Anything that 
looks to the stirring up of religions bitter- 
ness (ji this community is to be condemned 
and execrated. Where there is no princi- 
ple or sincerity involved and a money 
making scheme is tbe evident purpose1 
such meetings are all the more contempti- 
ble in the eyes of all, whatever their re- 
ligious or public convictioos may be. If 
the two gentlemen who are to come here 
to make money ont of religious prejudice 
could be shown out of town at once on 
their arrival it would be a good thing. 


England may utter words of menace to 
Germany, and parade her fleet, but she is 
on exhibition before tbe world as a robber 
who has been detected in the act. She is 
seeking to carry it off with swagger, but 
the foul wrong done the Boers by Jame- 
son's raid, which the world now believes 
was with the secret approval of the British 
government, is not to be obscured by a 
truculent press or a manceu\ ering fleet. 
The people, who have conquered from the 
wilderness by their industry all that they 
possess, and secured with their arms their 
liberties, are under the eyes of mankind. 
They stand for human freedom and prop- 
erty rights. Though England's rapacity 
is equal to her insolence, she has a clear 
understanding of her interests, and is the 
last nation on earth which desires war, for 
she least of all can afford to engage in it.— 
San Francisco Argonaut.

He 
had triffled with life. 
- 


It is something of an enigma why 


Scotchmen love Burns, Mr. Church sold, 
and then he quoted Emerson to show why 
he thought Burns is loved so. He consid- 
ered Burns was the ready inlet to the 
common mind and so is loved. As a 
genius Bnrns belonged to Scotland, but as 
humanity's voice he is the world's poet. 
We love him for his naturalness and his 
originality. He spoke not what others 
thought. His naturalness belongs to the 
essential passions of human nature and to 
all ages. He saw and lamented the con- 
ditions that set man against man and he 
longed for the time when the lamb should 
lie down with the lion. We love and 
honor Burns not for what he was in his 
struggling life, but for his great soul that 
throbbed in unison with mankind. Long 
live the spirit and devotion of Robert 
Burns. 


"There was a Lad was Born in Lyle,'' 


was sung by John Mclntyre. His " rant- 
ing, roarin' Robin " was very good and 
and was very! pleasing to his audience. 
The next selectien was a violin solo by 
Miss Campbell. She played the "Blue 
Bells of Scotland.'1 Miss Campbell was 
encored and was not allowed to excuse 
herself with only a bow. She responded 
with " Killarney " which was honored as 
much as if it had been thoroughly Scotch. 
At this point Alexander McDougall said 
the chairman had abdicated and would be 
absent for some,time. Before leaving he 
wished that Mr. McDougall would take 
his place for a few minutes.

Remark* of Mr. Sykcs. 


Mr. Sykes thought the Scotchmen were 


keeping up their reputation for humor 
when they chose an Englishman to talk 
to Scotchmen on the subject of America. 
To ask Scotchmen to be loyal would be 
presumptions on his part. 
The word 


Scotch is synonymous with loyalty. 
He 


made some witty references to oat meal 
and said plain living made high thinking. 
Mr. McDougall, be said, hod told him to 
make the eagle scream. 
He would let 


that bird alone as it is busily engaged 
twisting the lion's tail. 
He thought that 


thrift was given to Scotchmen from their 
very birth. He spoke of the Scotch hatred 
of sham especially in American politics, 
and pointed out Burns' hatred of sham by 
quoting a passage iron) "Holy Willie's 
Prayer." 


Thomas Monteath then sang "Once 


Again," which was the best effort of the 
evening and seemed to be so recognized 
by the audience. 


Mr. Whitney Spake. 


Frank Whitney then spoke on "Some 


characteristics ot Scotchmen." He felt 
like doing as Fat did-at Bull Bun—run 
away. He quoted the first stanza of 
Burns' epistle to a young friend, which 
was very appropriate. He said he was al- 
ways proud of his good Scotch blood. We 
mongrel bairns, born in America, are 
hustling after money and social position. 
We should look around, and if we find 
there is anything good or loyal we may 
find it due to our old Scotch grandmother. 
He repeated he was always proud of his 
Scotch blood because by common consent 
it brings a score of manly and womanly 
traits. Some are born great, he said, and 
others have greatness thrust upon them. 
The Scotchman is born great. The moth- 
ers and grandmothers of a race, he said, 
determines its weal or woe. A great man 
pro-supposes a great mother. Our tradi- 
tions compel us to be honest, industrious 
and thrifty. These three words are syno- 
nyms of Scotchmen. The Scotchman is 
honest; he is industrious and content. 
He gains that he may give and that he 
may cultivate the better part of himself; 
he gains for the glorious privilege of being 
independent. The Scotchman is a great 
student of human nature, which is neces- 
sary to success. If we live up to traditions 
we will be intelligent and broadly charita- 
ble. 
Nature has done for the Scotchmen 


what the colleges are trying to do for 
other men. 
The Scotchman is deeply 


religious though broadly tolerant. 
He 


illustrated this by a story of a Scotchman 
who lamented that he had joined the 
Congregational church when he came to 
this city, but had now wandered away to 
the Universalist.

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—R. G. Dun & Co.'« 


weekly review of trade says: Tho week 
has been marked by Improvement, appa- 
rent rather than real. Prices of some 
products have risen, but only because sup- 
plies are believed to ba smaller than were 
expected. Prices of pig iron and billets 
have risen, but becansa coke and ore bavo 
been made dearer and not because of any 
better demand for finished products. 
Textile industries do not (tain. With 


materials practically unchanged, they halt 
because the demand for future delivery is 
so narrow. Cotton manufacturers have 
for months been storing up staple goods, 
but prices have gradually declined ever 
since Oct. 17, and now average 0.4 per cent 
lower than at that point, when the rise 
from the lowest average of quotations in 
March, 1805, had been £2.9 per cent. In 
Kurope, ns here, mills are running largely 
against expectations. 


Woolen goods also tend lower, with 


small demand, and nra practically at the 
prices of n year ago, though wool is higher. 


Nor is there anything new in the boot 


and shoe Industry, for though hides ore 
about 3% per cent lower than a fortnight 
ago, leather does not change, and boots 
and shoes are but slightly lower. 


The failures for tho week have heen 373 


in the United States, against SOB last year, 
aud 61 in Canada, against B9 last year.

Much valuable property was recovered, 


among which were some beautiful bronzes, 
various articles of silverware of antique 
make, and in cue trunk were a lot of 
watch movements. A few of the articles 
alone were valued at several hundred 
dollars. 


All the property was taken to police 


headquarters. All that is not identified 
and restored to its owners will be turned 
over to the lawyers to bo disposed of by 
them for Mrs Barrett's benefit. 


The lawyers think, however, that they 


can establish title to almost all the goods. 
There will be no contest in the courts, 
they say, but to make assurance doubly 
sure, they gob Mrs. Chaffey's consent m 
wilting to release all her right, title and 
interest in the articles token.

SUPPORT OF CONGRESS 


Pledged to tho President In Any 


Action Taken Against Turkey. 


Bayard to Be Censured For 


Indiscreet Speeches. 


Certain Circumstances Induced Committee to 


Be Easy With Him. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. — After a brief 


but stirring debate, the senate yesterday 
agreed to the concurrent resolution urg- 
ing decisive action by the European pow- 
ers against Turkey, and pledging to the 
president the support of congress in the 
most vigorous action he may take for the 
protection of Americans In Turkey and 
tho redress for injuries to American per- 
sons or property. 


Mr. (JullQin (Ills.), who reported the 


resolution, urged its adoption In a speech 
which set forth the startling extent of tho 
massacres, the greatest in the history of 
the world. Mr. Blunchard (la.) spoke In 
the same line. 


The climax of the debate was reached 


when Mr. Frye (Me.) supported the reso- 
lution in a speech which aroused great 
enthusiasm from the galleries for its ex- 
pressions of sympathy with the Arme- 
nians and for its bitter arraignment of 
Great Britain's course toward America, 
The following is the essential feature of 
tiie resolution: 


Tlwt It it an Imperative dntjr In the interest 


of humanity to express the earnest hope that 
the European concert brought about l>y the 
treaty referred to (the Berlin treaty) may 
speedily be given Its Just effect In such deci- 
sive measures as shall stay the hand of fanati- 
cism and lawless violence, and as shall secure 
to the unoffending Christians ot the Turkish 
•mpire all the rights belonging to them, both 
as men and Christians, and as beneficiaries of 
the explicit provisions of the treaty above re- 
cited. 
, 


Resolved, That the president be required to 


eommunicat* these resolutions to the govern- 
ments of Great Britain, Germany, Austria, 
France, Italy and Rossi*. 


Bnolved, further, Tkat the sanat* of the 


United States, the house of representatives 
concurring, will support tbs preildetat in the 
most vigorous action h« mar take for the pro- 
tection and security of American citizens hi 
Turkey, and to obtain redress (or Injuries 
committed upon the persons of siiah flltizeus. 


Itaynrd'i due. 


Little doubt is felt by tho notion by a 


special committee of foreign affairs, which 
met yesterday, that a resolution will be 
brought before the hou|e next week ex- 
pressing disapproval of Ambassador Bay- 
ard's two speeches which were called to 
the attention of the house by Messrs. Mc- 
Call and Barrett (Mass.). 


The members of the sub-committee— 


Messrs. Draper (Mass.), Pearson (N. C.) 
and Dinsinoro (Ark.)—-discussed the mat- 
ter for two hours, and decided to recom- 
mend to the full committee, at their meet- 
Ing next Thursday, that they report to 
•the house, in the form of a resolution, an 
expression of disapproval of the ambassa- 
dor's remarks at Kdlnburgh upon the 
effect of the protective system on political 
morality in the United States, and his as- 
sertion at Boston, Bug., that the Ameri- 
cans wore often a violent people, who 
needed a strong man to govern them. 


These three gentlemen were unable to 


agree upon the wording of thfr. resolution, 
and the task of framing it in appropriate 
language will be left for the committee 
next Thursday. 
The purport of the reso- 


lution will be a mild censure of Ambassa- 
dor Bayurd far the two utterances men- 
tioned, and an expression of the opinion 
ot the house that representatives of the 


i United States abroad should be very dis- 


creet in their public reference to home 
politics. 


It is understood that the sub-committee 


feel that the present tension between the 
British and American governments over 
Venezuela constrains them to recommend 
a milder form of censure than they think 
the ambassador's remarks would call for 
under ordinary circumstances. One ot 
them said that white they did not wish to 
take any action that would detract from 
Mr. Bayard's standing with the power to 
•which lie is accredited, they did not feel 
justified in ignoring his speeches. 


In tho discussion of the question already 


had by the whole committee, it was agreed 
that Ambassador Bayard's remarks were 
indiscreet, and an attempt will be made to 
agree upon a form of resolution which will 
be a compromise of the extreme views, and 
which both Democrats and Republicans 
can approve, so as to divest the proceedings 
of any partisan character.
